The safety record of the 
natural gas industry is among 
the best in the nation, a his- 
tory-making study shows. 

Marvin Chandler, chairman 
and president of Northern Il- 
linois " Gas Company, an- 
nounced that a national saf- 
ety study sponsored by . the 
"TVnterican- gas— ihdusry . has 
been completed by Arthur D. 
Little, Inc., a highly-respect- 
ed independent research, or- 
ganization. Chandler said he 
believes this study is 'the <irst 
comprehensive one to be vol- 
untarily initiated and made 
public' by a major industry. 

The report indicates, how- 
ever, that there is a nation- 
wide lack of uniformity in 
gathering, recording and ana- 
lyzing public safety informa : 
tion, he said. The safety 
study showed present indus- 
try and government proccr 
dures.for gathering and re- 
porting, public accident sta- 
tistics to be. "confusing, incon- 
sistent and irregular." 

To correct this, the Ameri- 
can Gas Association announc- 
ed that it has made a'$2O,00C 
grifnl to the National Safely 
Council for a study to deter- 
mine whether a uniform, na- 
tion-wide procedure, for col- 
lecting and reporting public 
safety statisics should- be 
made. 

The Little Company's study 
involved examination of the 
records — covering ten years 
of operation — of 140 gas dis- 
tribution companies repre- 
senting 83.3 percent of the 
nation's gas meters. It in- 
cludes accident statistics con- 
cerning gas company employ- 
es, as well as industrial, 
commercial and residential 
users of gas. The study also 
used government., data from 



the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, state 
health departments, public 
utility commissions, and state 
and municipal fire marshals. 

The study showed that na- 
tural gas distribution opera- 
lions are in some way respon- 
sible for an average of only 
44 fatalities annually through- 
out the count vy~and —that 
most of the. "gas responsible" 
fatalities' and incidents occur 
outside .'the . home. This is 
equal to approximately one 
fatality for each 3 million 
persons served. ' 

By. comparison, for each 
fatality in which gas distri- 
bution is in some way re- 
sponsible, there are 1,000 fa- 
talities in motor- vehicle ac- 
cidents; five fatalities on 
scheduled domestic, airline 
flights; four fatalities involv- 
ing electricity supplied, by 
utilities; and two fatalities in- 
volving heating oil. 
■ "These statistics," Chand- 
ler said, "indicate the gas in- 
dustry safety record makes it 
a leader, in the field, but we 
must recognize that these 
comparisons cannot be defin- 
itive because it is very diffi- 
cult to obtain reliable, uni- 
form data on a broad basis." 

Such data is necessary, he 
added, for industry to single 
out areas that need concen- 
trated safety attention and to 
comparisons. 

"Today, there is a new na- 
tional awareness and concern 
for public .safety,"...Chand!er 
said, "a fact that the gas in- 
dustry has long recognized. 
We not only accept but sup- 
port the right of the public 
to expect even higher levels 
-of— safety — than— now-^exift 
throughout the industry.

OLD WAY OF STARTING 
COLD CAR NOW BANNED 
BY NEW STATE LAW 

The old tried .and true 
method of getting, a subborn 

car started on a cold winter 
morning was to ask yourj 
neighbor to give yotfc'a push 
with his car.. But don't try 
it this winter. 

That advice comes from 
the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation which points out that 
it is; now. against Illinois law 
for one vehicle to be pushed 
by another on the public 
roadways except in ah emer- 
gency. 

Ordinarily, a dead' battery 
or cold engine doesn't consti- 
tute an emergency. And 
even if it did, the law says 
a vehicle may not be pushed 
farther than is necessary to 
remove it from the roadway 
or from any immediate haz- 
ard. 

The bar association also 
cites some other rules of the. 
road, based on both hew and 
old laws, which have a spe- 
cial bearing on your driving 
this winter. Here they are: 

1. Reduce speed on icy or 
snow covered roads or phen- 
ever "a special hazard exists 
. . . by reason of weather or 
road conditions.'* 

2. Turn on head lights (hot 
just parking lights) at sun- 
down or "at anytime vlsibil- 
ity_is.so limited as-to-require 



the use of lights for safety". 
3.- Always signal for a 
turn* All vehicles must be 
equipped with electric turn 
indicators and-x these should" 
be used. If the ^electric sig- 
nal is inoperative, you MUST 
roll down the window on the 
driver's side and give the ap- 
propriate hand signal. 

4. Give the appropriate 
lurn signal to indicate a 
change of lane or a start 
from a ; parallel parked posi- 
tion (a new law). But do not 
use a flashing, turn signal on 
one side of 'the vehicle to indi- 
cate a parked or disabled ve- 
hicle, or as a "do pass" signal 
to motorists approaching 
from the rear. 

5. Allow ample room for a 
passing maneuver. -On a two 
lane highway, after overtak- 
ing and : passing anoher vehi- 

I cle on its left, you must re 




turn to the right lane before 
coming within 200 feet of any 
vehicle approaching from the 
opposite direction,' , 
.6. Do not leave the motor 
running when the vehicle is 
parked on a roadway unless 
the driver is in the car. 
.T. Studded snow tires 
may be used in Illinois for 
the first time this winter (be- 
tween Oct. 1 and May 1). .
